Diversion Dam 

CAIIEY, Nov. 18— A new diversion 
dun, costing approximately tS.DOO, 
has been constructed by the Uttle 
Wood River Canal company at the 
dugway eight miles north of Carey. 
W. C. Eldrcdge, local contractor, was 
superintendent of construcUon and 
was assisted by a crew of 10 men. 
Work on Uie project Ixgan Oct. 4. 

The new dam, which will divert 
water to the east and west canals, 
facilitate the handling ot 
wotcr and prevent considerable 
water v,-aste. It has been built on 
solid bedrock with the floor ot the 
spillway and Bales from two to four 
feet thick.

Dr. Irving Langmulr said the 
technique was simpler than methods 
cmploylntt dry-lcc or silver Iodide 
"Mnokc'* as the material dropped 
Into a cloud.' and that It could be 
worked on U greater variety of 
cumulus clouds. 

It Is simpler, ho added, In that 
It produces, rain direct, rather than 
fir.st producing snow aa' the other 
methods do. 

, Lnngmuler told tlie NntUmal Acn- 
Wrmy of Sciences at the opening ol 
iLn autumn meeting tliat water, dls. 
pcnsed In small quantities Into 
actively growing cumulus clouds 
could initiate a "chain reaction'' 
rainfall from such clouds. 

Whereas tlie dry- Ice or silver 
Iodide methods are effective only 
In "supercooled" clouds, above the 
freezing level In the sk>-. Lniigmulr 
declared the new method applies 
to producing rnln from cumulus 
clouds of any temperature atxive 
below the freezing level.

the United Nations Is at stake. It depends, 
he beUeres, on whether the assembly creates 
an Interim commltte* popularly known as 
the "little ossembty."

Vlshlnsky seem to find It difficult even to de- 
cline cheese with apple pie without a de- 
nunciatory oration. It Is reasonably safe to 
minimize the threat Inherent In Mr. Vlshln- 
sky's warning. Probatily he does not mean 
that Russia wlU resign from the U. N. She 
' will stay, not to co-operate but to sabotage. 
He means, we Imagine, that she will Iwycott 
the little assembly, as she has boycotted Uie 
' Balkan fact-finding and the Korean election 
commissions. 

Ba could mean, of cause, that If the aS' 
sembly overrides Russia^ ohjectlon to a little 
assembly^ he and his associates wUl retaliate 
by refusing to go along on anything else. 
Maybe he thinks that Is what he does mean. 
' But that Is no threat, t>ecaU3e the Soviet 
union hosnt gone along on anything yet. 

Suppose the rest of the world refuses to 
give In to Russia's stubborn otutrucUonism, 
and. In revenge. Russia tcluses to agree to 
anything the rest ot the U. H, wants. That, 
we Imagine, would put the U. N. into a deep 
sleep that only nightmare noises would dis- 
tinguish from death. But how would that dU- 
> ■ ler Irtim what we have now? 

In all probohlUty Mr. Vlshltuky Is right 
Ihe U, N.'s axlatence. In Its original con- 
ception, probably does depend upon what is 
done about the IttUe assembly. If Russia can 
bluff the rest of the world out of so simple 
an acUon then the already futile U. N. will 
die. If the rest of the world goes ahead 
and at least tries to do something, then the 
sleeping beauty may yet be awakened. 

In one thing Mr. Vlshlnsky ts wrong. Rus- 
sia cannot klU the heart of the U. N.. which 
is International co«operatlon for peace. If 
she persists In txytnir, ther« always Is the 
alternative proposed hr Arsentlna's Dr. Jose 
Arce— to dissolve the veto-stymied present 
organisation and Immediately re-create It 
without Russia. 

That would, of course, be the end of One 
World. But do we have one world now, or 
two in an unnatural union?

•among the first hnprovements which the 
city should consider In Its traffic system. 

Great" uniformity In downtown tratllcslgns 
and more red and. green signals at danger- 
ous UitcrsecUons are other Improvements 
Wilch warrant serious consideration. 

It will be lor the traftlc experts to deter- 
mine If parallel parking U advisable on 
Main avenue and Shoshone street This 
would provide fewer jiarklng spaces lor cars, 
but it would mean greater width lor the 
flow of moving traffic which has become a 
serious problem In the business district 

In any event our traffic control system is 
In serious need of overhauling, and the city 
will make no mistake In putting some of 
Co mmi ssioner Nltschke's recommendations 
Into operation as soon as posslttic

Fred Hampson, chief ol the Asso- 
ciated Press In China, says observers 
believe Oenerallsslmo Chiang Kai- 
shek's government should t>e able 
to pull through tho winter econom- 
Ically and militarily without Impor- 
tant outalde Did. Yet these same 
obsen-ers warn thai Chlaae'a regime 
sooner or later will come to a dead 
end unless foreign help Is enormous- 
ly greater than any now lo sight. 
G rowing Weaker 

The generalissimo's China Is grow- 
ing weaker economically. The sov- 
emmcnt Is said to be throwing Oi 
per cent of lU expenditures Into the 
war against the Chinese communists, 
leaving little for rehabilitation of the 
stricken country. 

Closely linked with the Chinese 
situation Is the cllsputo Involving 
Korea, which is vastly important 
strategically In both the mlllt4iry 
and political sense.

Sugar Preference 
Remains for Cuba 

WASHINOTON, Nov. IB <n— 
Cuba's 30 per cent tarlll rate prof- 
erenco on sugar exporta to the 
United States remains untouched 
In the new reciprocal trade agree- 
ment announced last night, though 
rates ore reduced. 

Several less Important Cuban - 
American preferences are eliminated 
in tho new accord, however. In keep- 
ing with a United States promise to 
end such tmde advantages with 
other countries If Britain does tho 

Under Uie new reciprocal trade 
agreement which goes Into effect 
Jan. 1. Cubnn sURor will be able 
to Rct Into the United SUtcs ia.7S 
cents per hundred pounds cheaper 
than .-iURar from otlicr countries. 

Tills 18.75 cents margin Is tlie 
same as that enjoyed by Cuba on 
the old asrcement. Actually tho duty 
on 90 dcsrce auear was lowered from 
03.7S cents per hundred pounds to 
08.75 cents for all other countries. 

Cuba's rate slmultancou.-iIy was 
lowered to SO cents from the pre- 
vious 75 cents chnrgcd. 

A Bovernmeot olflclal explained 
thnl the reason Cuba's suaar prcl- 
erence wns kept the same wa.i that 
BrlLtln did not demand a reduction. 

This otlldal said It was necessary 
lor Britain and thdUnlted States to 
,%peciry which prcfttencc they want- 
ed reduced or ended before anything 
hod to be done about them.

In talks wlU> captured commu- 
nlat troops, nationalist army IntelU' 
genco olllccrs, staff officers and 
ncuunl observers I could not gel 
a smglo bit of convincing proof tlint 
the Russians are helplnn the red 
forces In this section of China, 

NoUonallBl army Intelligence gavi 
me some of the same nllcticd "prooE' 
shown to Qen. Wcdemeyer on his 
recent visit here of Ruwlun cooper' 
atlon, and It seems highli- Improb' 
able he was convinced of any pres- 
ent Soviet aid to the forces opposing 
the nationalist troops. 

Among the documents presented 
as proof ol Russian aid to tho com- 
mies are pictures of many captured 
Japanese guns, a few captured 
Japanese trucks nnd three captured 
auaalon ririe.v The rifles. I found 
out later, were mode in 1037. 

No one I talked to had seen or 
heard of any new type weapons be- 
Iillt used on the Manchurlan front, 
nor had Uicy seen any Runilan 
equipment of any kind. Tlic com- 
munists have no airplanes. 

Coptured communUt troops I 
talked to said they never hod seen 
a RuHlan soldier or observer any 
place they hove trained or fought. 
They said they had had no trnlnlng 
In the aio of any kind of Soviet 
equipment. 

Moat of the communist troot>s 
seem to have very little conception 
of communism at nil. One captured 
soldier. In a faded green iinlfonn 
told ma that he had been forced 
Into the communist nrmj- without 
having any Idea what It was all 
almut. 

He said tho commanding ofllccra 
follow the Soviet porty imo and try 
to propagandize the troops with 
speeches and pamphleLi al>out how 
they are trying to help the poor 
people. 

The soldier said: '"The poor peoplt 
are sulfcrlng from this effort to 
help them." He odded that they 
are given only a part of their need- 
ed raUons and told to get the rest 
as they go olotig. 

Another captured communist sol- 
dier said, "Via ore paid 200 conunu- 
nlst dollars a month. This is enough 
to buy four eggs, Wlicn we Uke a 
town, we take along all the able- 
bodied men with us and they are 
forced to Join the ranks, 1 think 1 
would rather fight on tho national- 
ist aide, If given a choice." 

Korean and Chinese troopa have 
been captured on the Manchurlan 
front, but never any Russian sol- 
diers. 

One trained obMr\-cr said: 'The 
Soviets probably feel there Is no real 
need to help" the communist forces 
at the present time, becauso thcj- 
are doing quite well as It Is. They 
are too smart to slick their necks 
out on thU thins and will let the 
U.S. go olicad ami give old to onlj- 
one side of whot Is strictly a civil 
war. Heaven help Uio natlonallsta 
If tho Russians ever decide to givo I 
much old to tho communist ■ 
troops SI the U.S. has nlrcndj' given 
tho natlonallsU. and which Bulillt 
recommends be Immediately In- 
creased."

China, recently went on record 
urging all-out American ski for 
donaUst China.) 

An Industrial exeoutlvo In Hushun 
told me that many people lighting 
on the communist side are not in 
accord with Soviet policy but are 
only using this as a method to pro- 
test the Cbrruptlon and graft of the 
nationalist administration. 

■There are almost 7,000 generals 
In the natlonallsi army and a major 
general onlj' receives tho equivalent 
of Mfl per month," thla executive 
said. "With tlie high coal of living 
In China tt Is not possible for him 
to llvt up to his position and 'keep 
face' without finding some way of 
Increasing Ills Income, usually 
through graft." 

Tlic executive added that large 
numbers of pcopio would "desert 
Ihc ranks of so-called communists 
overnight It they could be convinced 
that Chiang Kai-shek would get rid 
of the corrupt elements in his gov- 
emmrnt and surround himself with 
honest, efficient men." 



People who have been In villages 
tliat have been In both commtmlst 
and nationalist hands point • sad 
picture of lite under the commies. 
One man said, "They came Into our 
village In a sudden oltock. not eX' 
pcctlng to hold It for long, bu 
only wanting to keep It long enough 
to lake out with them all our men, 
food and horses. They do not seem 
to have any dcfmile program of 
actually Improving tbe conditions of 
the people, but oct moro lite ban- 
dits." 

I asked this man It he had seen 
any evidence of Russian aid to the 
communist troops. His answer: "I 
do not think the Russians are giving 
any help ond have not seen any. 
The main strength of the commu- 
nists lies in the general dissatisfac- 
tion of the Chinese people to the 
present way the nationalist govern- 
ment is functioning, and the thing 
uppermost in their minds Is to get 
change, any kind of a change, 
cn If It proves to be for the worsL"

However, 
no appropriation was mode cither 
by the HH5 or the 1D47 legislature 
for enforcement of the law, which 
sets up a penalty of UOO fine for 
violation.

C. Lewis said that "as for as 
know," no regulations hove been 
established. Lewis became commls. 
sloner In January this year sueeccd- 
Ing Boise O. RlgRs, commissioner 
when the law wa.i passed.
